A piratical schooner called the Almeira, 
said to be commissianed by Artigas, carry- 
ing 7 guns, vig. 2 long 18-prs. 4 12-pr. 
carronades, and 1 lang 9, commanded by a 
person of the name of Galiagher, owned, 
and fitted out in Baltimore about six weeks 
ago, appeared off this harbour in the af- 
ternoon of Saturday last, and showed the 
Venezuelian (lag, having a Spanish schoo- 
ner ìn company, which she had captured off 
La Guayra, about three days previous. — 
A boat from the Almeira came on shore to 
request permission to enter with her prize, 
which having been refused they bore up 
for St. Cruz Bay, where the cargo of the 
Spanish vessel, which consisted of flour, 
having been taken on board the pirate, she 
was scuttled and sunk, an attempt having 
been previously made to dispose of pat 
of the flour at that place. . Ít appears that 
the master of the Spanish schooner went 
ashore at Laa Guayra, with two of his men, 
with the avowed intention of ramsoming his 
vessel, but did not return after a lapse of 
nearly two days, during which time the pi- 
rate lay off that port waiting for him.— 
Three of the crew of the Almeira having 
made their escape, report that ber rigging 
is in a very bad state, and her crew ripe for 
rmutiny. An aged Spanish Lady, with her 
two daughters, and two negro girls, wha 
were passengers on board the Spanish 
schooner, were put ashore at St. Cruz Bay 
on Tuesday last. The Almeira bad made 
no other captures during. her cruize, and 
“had only touched at a small uninbabited 
island to windward of La Guayra to look 
fur water, but being disappointed in the 
ahject of her search there, we undere 
stand she took in a plentiful suppl rat St. 
Cruz Bay. The Almeira has ä ded twa 

uns to her number, which were taken out 
of the Spanish vessel, and carries a small 
brass piece in the bows of her boat, which 
is used for boarding vessels in a calm.

The annual Message of the President of 
the United States of America, oecupies a 
considerable portion of this day’s paper ; 
we have given it at length, as the various 
topies introduced into it are generally in- 
teresting. The President bas taken a fult 
and comprehensive view of all tbe circum- 
stances attending the non-ratificatien by 
Spain, of the treaty ceding the Floridas 
to the United States, which forms a most 
important part of this document, and will 
be read with interest. He “submits to 
the consideration of Congress, whether it 
will not be proper for the United States 
to carry the conditions of the treaty into 
effect, in the same manner as ìf it had been 
ratified by Spain, claiming on tbeir part alt 
its advantages, and yielding to Spain all 
those secured to her” From this decla- 
ration, it 1s extremely probable that the 
ports of Pensacola and St. Angustine wilt 
ere long be garrisoned by American troops, 
Ee the Floridas governed by American 
aws. 


The President of the United States has 
given directions that a public vessel of war 
should be dispatched without delay to the 
South Seas, to demand justice, agreeably 
to the laws of nations, for the outrage com- 
mitted by Lord Cochrane on the Argerie 
can ship Macedonian. 


A war with Spain (says an American 
paper) is an event eagerly looked for, and 
anxiously desired, by many, we believe, in 
the United States; and in all probability is 
anticìpated with most pleasure by those 
who have reflected least upon the subject ; 
or rather it might, with unquestionable 
truth be asserted, that many of those who 
would be greatly pleased at such an occur- 
rence, have no very clear and correct idea 
of its necessity, and a still more limited 
view of its probable consequences.

PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 
Washington, Tuesday December 7 


This day, at 12 o'clock, the President ' the 
United States transmitted to both Hows of 
Congress, by Mr. J. J. Monroe, the follving 
metrage : 

Fellow Citizens of the Senate 
and of the House of Kepresentatit :

Having informed Congress on the 27th of 
February lest, thui a treaty of amity, settlement. 
and henite, hed been conciuded in this city, be- 
tweeo the Uuited Stgtes and Spain, and ratifi 
ed by the vempetent aufhorities of the former, 
fall confilence. was entertained that il would 
have been ratified by his Catholig Mgjesty, witùs 
equal promptitude, and a like earneet derise to 
terminate on the conditions cf that treaty, the 
differenges which have so long ezisted between 
the two countries. Hvery view wlich the sub- 
jects admitted of, was thaught to bare justified 
this conclusion. Great losser had been suctain- 
ed by citizens of the. United States, from Spa- 
nisb eruizers, more than 20 vears before, which 
bad not been redressed, ‘These Insses had.been 
acknowledged and provided for by a treaty, as 
far back as the year 1802, which, although 
concluded at Madrid, was not then ratified by 
the government of Spain, nor since, until the 
last year, when it was suspeuded by the late 
treaty, a more. satisfactary provision. to both 
parties, as was presumed, having been made 
for them. Other differences had arigen in this 
long interval, affecting their highest interests, 
which were likewise provided fur by this last 
treaty. ‘Tha treaty itself was formed on great 
consideration and a thorough knowledge of all 
circumstances, the subject matter of every ar 
ticle having been for years under discussion, 
and repeated references having been made bj 
the minrster of Spain to his government, on 
the points eespectirg which the greateet diffe- 
rencs of vpinien prevailed. It was formed by 
a minister duly authorized for tbe purpose, who 
had representel his government ww the United 
States, und been employed in thistong protract- 
ed negociation several yeurs, and who, it is net 
denied kept strictly wethin the letter:of his in- 
struction.… The. faith of Spain was therefore 
p'edged, under c;reumsiances cf peculair force 
and sale maity, For its ratification, On the part 
of he United S:ates this treaty was evidently 
acceded te in & spirit of concilistion and con 
cession, The indemaity for injuries and lo-ses 
so long before sustained and vow again ac- 
knowiedzed and provided for, was to be paid by 
them. without becoming a vharge on the trea 
sury of Spain. Kor territwry erded by opa 
for other territory, of great value, to winch 
our claim was believed to hbe well fcunded, 
was ceded by ther Uaited States, and in a 
quarter more iateresting to her, ‘This ces-ion 
was nevertheless received, as the means af in. 
demnifying our citigens in a considerable sum, 
the pressmed amourt of their lasses. Ohe: 
considerurions of great weight, urged the cus 
tion of this territory by Spain. Ìt was ses 
rounded by the territories of tie United Stater 
an every side, except on that cf the ocean. 
Spain had lost ber authority over it, and fatiinu 
into the hands of adventurers cunnected with 
the savages, it wes made the means of unceas- 
ing enneyance and injury to our Union in ma- 
ny of its most essential! interests. By tbis ces- 
sion then, Spain ceded a territory, in reality, 
of no value to her and obtained concessions of 
the highest importence, by the settlement of 
long standing differences with the United Sta- 
tes, affecting cheir respective claims and limits, 
and likewise relieved herself from the obliga- 
tion of e treaty relating to it, which she had 
faiied to fulfit, end also from the reponsibility 
incident ta the most flagrant and pernicious 
abuses of her rights where she could not sup- 
port her authority. 

It being known that the treaty was formed 
ander these circamstance:, hot a doubt was 
entertained that his catholic majesty would 
have ratified st, without deley, Iregretto have 
to state that this reasonable expectation has 
been disappointed ; that the treaty was not ra: 
tified within the tisne stipoleted, and has not 
since heen ratified. Asit isimportant that the 
nature and character of this vnezpected oecur- 
rence should be distinct!y understocd, 1 think 
it my duty to vommunicste to you all the facts 
and circumstances in my possession relating 
to it. 

Anxtous to prevent all futore dissgreeament 
with Spain, by giving the most prompt effect 
to the treaty which had been thus concluded, 
and particularly hy the estab ishment of & go- 
vern ment in Florida, which sbou!d preserve or- 
der there, the minister of the U. States who 
had heen recen:ly appointed to his catholic 
mejesty, and to whom the ratificetion, by his 
governmert, had been committed, to be ez- 
changed for that of Spain, was instructed to 
transmit the latter to the department of state 
as soon as obtrined, by 8 public ship, subject to 
his order for the purpose. Unerpected delay 
occurring in the ratification by Spain, he re- 
quested to be informed of the cause. It was 
stated, in reply, that the great importance of 
the subject, and a desire to obtain explana- 
tious on certain points which were not specified, 
had produced the delay, and that an envoy 
would be dispatched to tbe United States, to

The minister of the United States offered to 
give full explanation on any point, on which ié 
might be desired; which proposal was dectin- 
ed.

answer which has been just receivel, we are 
vfficinlly made arquuinted, for the first time, 
with the causes which hare prevented the ra- 
tifieation of the treaty ty his carho ic majertrs 

it is alleged by the miivister of Spain, that 
this government hed ettempted to alter one cf 
tbe princ'pa! articiee of the trratv, by ad cla- 
vatien witch tbe minister cf the United States 
hed been ordered 1o present when be sheuid 
Beliver the ratifcatton by his government in 
exchange for that of Spui; and of which be 
gate nutice, ezplunet: ry cf the sense in which 
that article was understood. It is farther el- 
leged, that this government had recentiy tole- 
rated, or protected, an ezpedition frem the U, 
S, against Terss. These twoimputed actsare 
stated as the reasnns which bare induced his 
catholie majesty to withhoid kis ratification 
fram the treaty, to obtain ezplapat ons respect- 
ing which it is repeated thatan envoy would be 
forthwith derpatched to (he United States.

mits of the United States, as îs fully esnceÂ 
by the acts of the government, and the pro- 
ceedings of the courts. 'Ihere being 1 euse, 
however, to apprehend, în th- course of the lust 
summer, that scme udvensurers t Rie: wined 
views of the kind suggested, the wrientiun of 
the constituted uothorities in that quarter was 
immediately drown to them, «nd it is known 
that the project, whatever it might br, bas ot- 
terly failed. 

There facts wil!, it is presumed. satisfy every 
impertial mind, that the government of Spain 
hed no justifiable cause for declicing to rotify 
the treaty, A treaty concluded in conformity 
with instructions ia obligetory, in gaoth faith, 
ia all its stipulations, accordiug to the true in- 
tent and meaning of the parties. Each party is 
bound to ratify ît. If either cou'd set uside, 
withoot the consent of the other, there woald 
be no longer any roles eppricable to such trans- 
actions between nations. By this proceeding 
the government of Spain has rendered to the 
United States a new and very serious irjary, 
It has been stated that a minister would be 
sent to ask certain ezplanations of this govern- 
ment. But, if such were desired, why were 
they not asked within the time limited for the 
ratifieation? Is it contemplated to cpen a 
new hegociation respecting any cf the ecticles 
or conditions of thetreaty? If that were done 
to what consequence might it pot lesd? Al 
what time, and in whet manner, would a new 
negociation terminate? By this proceeding, 
Spain hes formed a relation between the two 
countries which will justify any measures on 
the part of the United States, wkich a strong 
sense of injury, and a proper regerd far the 
rights and interests ef the nat.on, May Cictate, 
Ja the course to be pursued, there objects 
ghould be constantiy held in view, end bere 
their due weight. Our national honor must be 
maintained, end a new and 8 distinguished 
proof be a forded, of that regard for jurtice and 
moderation, which has invariably governed 1he 
councils of this free perple. 1t must be ob- 
vioos to all, that, if the United States had been 
destrous of making conquests or had been even 
willing to sggrendize themselves in that way, _ 
they conid hare had no inducement to form 
this treaty. They would have much cauve for 
gratulation at the course which has been pur- 
eucd by Spain, An smpie field for ambition áe

open before them. But suche career is not 
consistent with the principles of their govern- 
ment nar the interests of the nation. en 

From a fuil view of all circumstances, it is 
subinitted to the consideration of Congress 
whether it will not be proper for the United 
Stutes to carry the conditions of the treaty into 
effect, in the same manner as if it had been ra- 
tified by Spain, claiming on their part, ail its 
advantages, and yielding to Spainall those secur- 
ed to her. By pursaing this course, we shall 
rest on the sacred ground of right, sanctioned 
in the most solemn manner by Spain herseif — 
by a treaty which she was bound to ratìfy ; for 
vefusing to do which she must incurthee noure 
of other nations, even those most friendly to 
her; while, by confining ourselves within that 
Virit, we cannot fail to obtan their we!l mente 
ed approbation, We mu:t hare prace on & 
frontier where we have been so ‘ong disturbed ; 
our eitizens must ber indemn:fi-d for lo ses so 
long since sustained, and for which inde mnity 
has heen so nnjustiy withbeld from them. Ace 
cempishinz these great objects, we obtain all 
ther is desirab.e 

But his catho'ie majesty hes twice declared 
his determinatien to send 8 minie: to tle 
United Siates, to ask espianations on Certam 
points, and to give them, respecting his deluy 
to ratify ‘he treaty. Shall we uct, by taking 
the ceded ter ivory, and proceeding to etecute 
the other conditions of the treaty, before this 
minister arrives, and is heerd? ‘f'hisise cuse 
which forms a strong appeal to the car dor, the 
magoanimity, and horour of this peopie. Mach 
is due to courtesy between nations. By ashorct 
delay we shall loose nothing; for, vesting on 


the ground of immutable truth end justice, we 


tannot be diverted trom our purpose. It ought 
ta be presumed, that the ezplanatiens, which 
may be given to the minister of Spain, wijl. be 
Batisfsctory, and prodyce the desired result 

In any event, the delay for the purpose men- 
tioned, being a further manifestation of the 


sincere desire to terminate, ìa the most friendly . 


manner, all differencêe with Spain, carnot fail 
to be du'y appreciated by his cstholic majesty. 
as well as by other powers, It is submitted, 
Sherefore, whether it will not be proper to 
make the law, proposed fof cerrying the con- 
ditions of the treaty intò effect, should it be 
adopted, contingent; to suspend its operation 
upon the responsibility of the executice, in Such 
manner as to efford an opportunity for: such 
friendly explanations as may be desited, during 
the present session of Congress. « 

t communicate to Congress a copy of the 

treaty and of the instructions to the minister of 
the Únited States, at Madrid, respecting it ; cf 
his correspondence with the minister of Sp:in, 
aud of such other documents as may be neces- 
vary to give a full view of the sufiject. 
“fn the course which the Spaai:h government 
have, on this vecasion thought proper to pursue, 
ât is smtisfactory to kaow, thet th-y have not 
been countenanced by any other Furopean paw- 
er. On the contrary, the opinion und wishes, 
both of France and Great Britain, have not 
been withheid either from the United Státes or 
Krom Spain, and have been unequivocs! in tavar 
of the rat fication. ‘There is also reason to be- 
lieve, that the tentim:nts of the imperial go- 
vernment of Russia, have been the same, and 
that they hare als) been made known to the 
cab:net of Madrid, 

{In the civil war existing between Spain and 
the Spaursh provinces in this hemisph-re, the 

reatest care hes oven teken to enforce the 
Be intended 'o preserve an impartiel neutra- 
hiv. Our posts have continged to be equally 
epen tu both parts, ard on the same condi 
tions. and our citizens have heen equaily res- 
trained from interfering in f+vor of either, to 
the prejudive of the other, The pragress of the. 
war, however, has operated manifestiy in favor 
of the colonies, Buemas Ayres still maintains, 
uashaken, the independence which it declared 
in 1816, and has enjuyed since 1810. Like 
suecers has alsa lately attended Chili and the 
provinces north of the La Plata, bordering on 
it; and likewise Venezuela. 

This contest has, from ìts commencement, 
been very interesting to other powers, and to 
none more so than to the United States, A 
virtuous people mayand will confine themselves 
within the mits of s strict neutrality ; but it is 
not in their power to behold a conflict so vital- 
Iy important to their neighbors, without the 
sensibility end sympathy which naturally belong 
to such a case, It has been the steady purpose 
of this government, to prevent that feeling 
Jaading to excess; and it is very gratifying to 
have it in my power to state, that so strong 
has been the sense, throughout the whale com- 
munity, of what was due to the character and 
obligations of the nation, that few examples of 
g contrary kind have eccured. 

The distance of the colonies from the parent 
country, and the great extent of their papula- 
tion and resources, gave them advantages which 
it was anticipated, at a very early period, it 
would be difficult for Spain to surmount. ‘The 
steadiness, consistency and success, with which 
they have pursued their object, as evinced more 
particuarly by the undisturbed sovereignty 
which Buenos Ayres has so long enjnyed, evi- 
denily give them a strong claim to the favorable 
consideration of other outions. These senti- 
ments on the part of the United States, have 
got been withheld from other powers, with 
whom it is desirable to act in concert. Should 
it bocome manifest to the world, that the ef- 
Gorss of Spaia to subdue those provinces, will be 
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fruiltess, it may be presumed that the Spanish 
government itself will give up the contest. In 
producing such « determination, it cannot be 
duubted that the opinion of friendiy powers, 
who have taken no part in the controversy, wall 
have theit merted influence. 

It is of the highest importance to our nation- 
al character, and indispensable to tbe nrorality 
of oar citizens, that ali violations of our neuirs- 
lity shou'd be prevented. No door sheu:d be 
left ope For the evarion of vur laws; no op- 
portuuiry efford d to eny who may be aispused 
to take advantage of it, te cumpromit the in- 
terest or honor of the natien. ft is vubnmtted, 
therefuvre, to the corsiderston of Coungress, 
whether it mey not be advisub e to revue the 
laws, with a view to this desirable resuit.

continent of No:th America 'Phe p'evipeten 
tiaries of ihe two goveroments nut having ten 
able to come to an agreerrent om this impor- 
tant interest, those of (he Uaited Siates Teserv- 
ed for the eonsideratton of his government the 
proposals which had been presented to tem as 
the u timate off. r vn ‘the part of the British ga 
vernment!, and which they were dut atthorised 
to accept: On their t-unsmissidn her>, they 
were examined with due deiiberstion, (he re- 
salt of which was, a new effort to in-et the 
views of tie Britrsh government. ‘The minis- 
ter «…f the United States was instructed to make 
a further proposal, which has not been accepted. 
It was, however, dectined in an ami: able man- 
ner. [ fecommend to the consideration of 
Cungress whether further prohibitory provi 
etont, in the luws relating tu (b:s intercourse, 
muy not be ërpedient. It is seen wich interest, 
that although has not been practicab'e, as 
yet, to egrer in ary arrangement of this impor- 
tent branch of their commerce, such is the dis- 
position of the pserties that each will view any 
regulations, which theother may make respect- 
ing it, in the most friendìy light, 

By the fifth article of the Convention conclud- 
ed on the 20th of October, 1818, it was stipu- 
lated that the differences which had srieer ba 
tween the two governments, with rega:d vo the 
true intent and meaning of the fifth arlicie of 
the treaty of Ghent, in relutian to (he carrying, 
away, by Briush vfficers, cf s'aves from the 
United States, af:er the ezcltonge of the raui- 
ficatinns of the trezty of pezce, should be re- 
fesred tu the decision of some friend:y sovervign 
ur state, to be named for that puipse. ‘The 
minister of the United States has be. n instruct- 
ed to name tothe British government a foreign 
sovereign, th= common friend of both purties, 
for the decis en of th:s questien. 'Fhe answer 
of that government to the proposal, when re- 
ceived, will indicate the fur:her measure to be 
pursued on the part of the Uuited States. 

Although 
which affected various parts of the Union du- 
ting the latter part of the preceding yesr hare, 
during the present, been considerab'y sugment: 
ed, aud still continue to ezist, the receipt» irto 
the Treasury to the 30th of September last, 
have amounted to 19,000,0COQ dollars, After 
defraying the current expences of the govern- 
ment, including the interest end reimbur:-ement 
of the public reht, payuble to that period, a 
mounting to 18.200,000 dolters, there remsined 
in the Treasury on that day mare than 2,5C0,- 
000 dollars, which with the sums receivabie 
during the remainder of the year, will exceed 
the current demands upon the Treasury for the 
same period. 

The causes which have tended to diminieh 
the public receipts, could not fail to hare a 
cortesponding effet upen the revenue which 
has sccrurd upon imposts end tonnage, during 


the three first quarters of the present year. 


Tt is, however, ascertained that the duties which 
have been secured daring that period, exceed 
18,000,00-) dollars, and those of the whole year 
will probably emouat ta 23,000,000 dollars. 

Far the probsble receipts of the next yeer, 
refer youto the statements which wiil be 
transmitted from tbe ‘S'rearury, which will e- 
n…ble you to judge whether further provisions 
be necessary. 

The great reduction in the price of the prin- 
cipal articles of domestic growth, which has 
occurred daring the present year, and the con- 
sequent fall in the price cf labor, apparently so 
favorable to the eurcess of domestic manufuc- 
ture, have not shielded them against other 
causeg adverse to their prosperity.— The pecu- 
niary embarrassments which have so deep:y 
affected the commercial interests of the nation, 
have been no less adverse to our manufacturing 
establishments, în several sectiens of the Union, 

The great reduction of the currency which 
the benk» bave- been constrained to make, in 
order to continue specie peyments. end the ri 
tiated character of it where such reductions 
bave not been attempted, insterd of placing

within the reach of these esteblishments the 
pecuniary atd necessary to avail themselves of 
the advantsger reselting from there duction of 
the prices of the raw materials and of labor, 
huve compelied the banks to withdraw frora 
them a portion of the capital heretufore ad- 
vanced to tbem. That aid which has been re- 
fused by the banks, bas not been obtained from 
otber sources, owing to (he loss of individual 
confidence, from the Failures which have ra- 
cently occurred in some of oac principal com- 
mercial cities, 

An additional eanse of the depression of (hese 
estab!ishments, may probably be found in the 
pecuniary embarrsssments which have recently 
uffected those countries, wich which our com- 
mesce has been principelly prosecuted. 

‘Pheir manufacturen for she want of a ready 
er profitanle market ut heme, have been sbip- 
ped by the manufacturers to the U, States, 
and, in many instances, sold ‘sta price below 
tbeì: current value at tbe plèce af menufacture, 
Although, this practice may, from its nature, 
be considered temputary or contingent, it is 
not on that account less 1jurious in ite-effects, 
Uniformity in the demand and price of an «1 tis 
ce, is highiy desirable to the dumestic manus

It i. deemed of great importance to give ere 
coura:ement to cur demestic menufecturers, 
in + @.t nranner the evijs adwerted to may be 
remeried, und how far it mêy be practicable, 
in othe: respects, to sff.rd to them further en- 
cruragemeut, psying due regard to all the 
other great inter: sts cf ‘the nation, is rubmitted 
to the wisdem of Congrésì, 

‘|'he survey of the c: ast fer the establishment 
of forufications is now nearly comp eted, and 
considerable progress hae Deh mace in tte 
collection vf mutersuls for che cun t uvction of 
fortifieations in the Gulph ef Mezico aud in :he 
Chesapeake Bay.

Such, too, has 
been thgiowth of a spirit of. piracy, in the 
other qurters mentioned, by adventurers from 
every cüntry‚in abuse of the friendiy flags 
which tey have assumed, that not to protect 
our Cormerce there, would be to abandoa 
it asapfey to their rapacity. Due attention 


“has likevise been paid to the suppressien of tha 


slave rade, in compliance with a law of the 
last sstien, Orders have been given to the 
commhiders of ell oar public ships to seize all 
vessel navigated under our flag, engaged ia 
that tide, and tu bring thesn in, to be proceed- 
ed aginst in the manner prescribed by that 
law. tis hoped that these vigorous measures, 
suppoed by like wets by other uations, will 
sovh rminate a commerce so disgracefal to 
the gilized world. 

In te execution of the duty imposed by 
these :ts, and of « high trust connected with 
it, it: with deep regret 1 have to state the 
loss wich hes beem sustained by the death of 
comndore Perry. His gallantry ina brilliant 
explo in the Inte war, added to the renowg 
of th country. His death ie deplored as 


natioil misfortune.
